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Everybody Works 


It is hard to believe in 1951 that half a cen- 


tury ago the status of Americans who worked 
for wages was still uncertain. 


There was a lingering doubt in the United 


States that workers ever would be able to rise 
above the station decreed for them by the Old 
World feudal system. 


That was the kind of atmosphere in which 


Labor day first was observed. It was a com- 
memoration of the workers' struggle to achieve 
dignity in a free country. It was a demonstra- 
tion of defiance in the beginning—an occasion 
for. the early trades unionists to stress the dif- 
ference between themselves and employers. 


But that kind of Labor Day did not suit 


Americans. They altered it in accord with their 
own ideas about the status of workers in a dem- 
ocratic society. That is why Labor Day now it 
•n occasion for everybody who works to enjoy 
• day of leisure. 


There is no perceptible difference on the high- 


ways, in the parks, at the ball games, the picnic 
grounds, or the front and back yards of residen- 
tial neighborhoods between kinds of workers. 
That is the great achievement of the industrial 
era in the United States—that it has come closer 
to producing a classless society than any other 
civilization has even thought of producing. 


Labor Day Is an occasion for enjoying the 


fruits of labor, rather than an occasion for stir- 
ring discontent over the hard lot of those who 
toil. In America, nearly everybody works. There 
it no leisure class as such. Labor Day is a truly 
national holiday. 


No Wiser, Just Sadder 


For those who think disillusionment it wis- 


dom, the conference on the Japanese peace 
treaty at San Francisco will look like a- minor 
triumph. 


Certainly no conference since the United Na- 


tions Charter conference in San Francisco six 
years, ago has brought postwar disillusionment 
to a sharper focus. 


The very fact that the Soviet Union's decision 


to send a delegation to San Francisco has caused 
consternation shows how many dreams have 
been shattered since 1945. 


Alger Hiss if in federal prison for testifying 


he had not made certain contacts which impli- 
cated him in the Communist conspiracy, when 
in fact he had made them. In 1945, Hiss was 
made secretary general of the United Nations 
Charter conference by acclamation. He person- 
ally delivered the completed document to Wash- 
ington. He had the confidence of Secretary of 
State Stettinius, Senator Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan, Jan Masarayk of Czechoslovakia, Field 
Marshall Jan Christian Smuts of South Africa, 
W. L. Mackenzie King of Canada and Represen- 
tative Sol Bloom of New York. All have died 
•ince 1945, along with the hope of a peaceful 
world to be kept that way by international good 
will and co-operative security. 


This is the great American dream. The United 


Nations was and is primarily a project of the 
United States. The question from ttie first always 
has been the same: Will the United Nations 
be smashed and trampled underfoot by those 
who do not believe in it before those who do 
believe in it can win enough converts to their 
way of thinking to save it? 


No Monopoly On Honor 


The same crooked reasoning which invokes 


sympathy for cheaters because cheating has be- 
come commonplace now is being applied to polit- 
ical crookedness. 


If a politician is crooked, according to this 


upside-down logic, there is no reason to get 
excited because the fact is that other politicians 
may be crooked, too. 


Moreover, if the other politicians belong to 


the Republican party, then Republicans have no 
right to talk about crookedness among Dem- 
ocrats. 


But as Herbert Hoover said at Des Moines 


the other day, among a number of things re- 
flecting the wisdom of his mounting years, nei- 
ther party has a monopoly on honor. That is a 
more intelligent approach to the matter than to 
say that neither party has a monopoly on dis- 
honor. 


In the federal government, the Democratic 


party holds responsibility, as it has since 1933. 
All but one Congress, the 80th, a'.so has been 
controlled by the Democratic party since 1933. 
The party, therefore, will have been responsible 
for the federal government 20 years by Inaugur- 
ation Day in 1953. 


It is obvious that the Republican party, when 


it challenges the Democratic party in the na- 
tional election of 1952, is going to hammer hard 
on the subect of freezers, fur coats and R.F.C. 
loans. That is why so many Democratic spokes- 
men lately have been reminding the public that 
their party didn't invent dishonor in public life. 
That is why Mr. Hoover, a former Republican 
president, admits that neither party has a mon- 
opoly on dishonor. 


But straight thinking on the matter leads to 


one conclusion: That each party in turn must 
accept responsibility for what happens when it 
is in control of the government. Otherwise, the 
two-party system would be a mockery and • 
farce.

A Look At Labor On Its Day 


It is little more than a century 


since Karl Marx gave to the world 
his "Communist manifesto", which, 
in effect, established the "labor 
movement" among industrial work- 
ers, farmers and the lower "white- 
collar" earners who in some-coun- 
tries represent the revolutionary 
proletariat and in others a demand 
for a constantly-increasing share 
of the proceeds of production. 


In spite of varying degrees of 


opposition to the different forms 
of unionism in the United States, 
it is possible, after a century, to 
say that revolutionary 
Marxism 


has accomplished little among the 
wage-earners of America. 


THE KNIGHT? of Labor, the 


American Federation of Labor, the 
Industrial Workers of the World, 
the Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations, the railroad brotherhoods 
and the varieties of independent 
unions, no matter J»ow they started 
and for what purpose, did not long 
remain, even if they started that 
way, revolutionary in concept or 
operation. 


Many factors explain why Amer- 


ican and British trade unionism 
is different from lay German or 
French. 


Much credit for this must be 


given to Samuel Gompers, whose 
forceful personality played so great 
a role in the development of the 
American Federation of Labor. Al- 
though Gompers had been an im- 
migrant, he early caught the spirit 
of American tradition, supporting 
the concept of "voluntarism". 


Gompers 
rejected 
a 
coerced 


membership and devoted himself 
rather to practical 
propositions, 


such as the eight-hour day, higher 
wages and better working condi- 
tions. 


Gompers rejected Marxian so- 


cialism as an evil which did not 
improve the condition of the work- 
er, but enslaved him to the state. 
H? rejected the anarcho-syndical- 
ism of the I.W.W. 
He favored 


capitalism and sought for every 
worker the opportunity to be a 
capitalist, that is, to own and use 
wealth at his own discretion. 


Even the C.I.O., which was or- 


ganized by John L. Lewis with the 
assistance of many Communists, 
did not long remain, as historic 
time goes, a revolutionary organi- 
zation. 


By the elimination of Lewis, the 


organization tended to balance be- 
tween the pro-Communist and anti- 
Communist unions, Lewis, violently 
anti-Communist 
himself, 
having 


opened the door for them in the 
C.IO. 


The elimination of such figures 


ai Lee Pressman and Len De Caux 
and the dismissal of Communist 


unions, particularly the U. E. from 
the C.I.O., fairly cleaned out the 
Stalinist influences in the C.I.O. 
It took time; effort and face-saving, 
but it was done. 


The 
concentrated 
voting and 


emotional' strength of the labor 
unions has given them a voice 
in government out of proportion to 
the total population. 


Nevertheless, there has been no 


revolutionary results from this, ex- 
cept in a few instances where Com- 
munist unionism still prevails. The 
same kind of crooked politician 
who used to seek support—finan- 
cial and political 
support—from 


certain corporations now seeks and 
often obtains support from labor 
unions. 


Yet the only city in the United 


States where a union holds captive 
a political party is in New York, 
where the International 
Ladies 


Garment Workers Union, under the 
leadership of David Dubinsky, owns 
the Liberal party. 


T H E ASSUMPTION 
that 
• 


change of administration, by the 
defeat of the Democratic party in 
1952, will lessen the strength of 
labor unions is an error. 


The Taft-Hartley law actually it 


serving to strengthen labor unions 
by making their leadership more 
responsible and by making Com- 
munist infiltration more difficult. 


By rectifying legislation, the Re- 


publicans would make the Taft- 
Hartley law more workable and 
would establish ultimately • trade 
unionism that would be less de- 
pendent upon deals with the Pres- 
ident and his personal machine. 


There are many conservatives 


who still believe that somehow the 
organization and influence of the 
union can be abolished. 


This is now fatuous thinking. In 


1936 many things could have been 
done which are no longer prac- 
ticable in 1951. 


For better or for worse, all Amer- 


ican production—industrial, agri- 
cultural, professional—is being or- 
ganized. 


If, for instance, relief from per- 


sonal obsolescence U found 
for 


self - employed professional 
men 


and women, so that they might be 
able to save now for their old age, 
the Coudert bill and the Ives 
amendment would force even such 
employed persons to become or- 
ganized, should they desire bene- 
fits and remedies under the law. 


The satisfaction, in the United 


States, must be that labor has not 
gone revolutionary. 


The problem is to find a leader- 


ship sufficiently restrained to that 
periodic demands for increases do 
not wreck our capitalistic economy.

Safe Motherhood 


Maternal Mortality Rate Declines Over U.S. 


The hazards of pregnancy 
and 


childbirth for the more than 3,500,- 
000 American women who enter 
motherhood each year have been 
reduced to a l e v e l which would 
have seemed Utopian as recently 
as 16 years ago, according to Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
sta- 


tisticians. 


This is reflected in the decline 


of the maternal mortality rate in 
the United States from 58 per 10,- 
000 live births in 1935—the lowest 
ever recorded up to that time— 
to a rate appreciably under 10 per 
10,000 nationally and less 
than 


five per 10,000 live births in many 
communities throughout the coun- 
try. 


Progress in safeguarding ma- 


ternity, the statisticians point out, 
has come hand in hand with the 
increase in the proportion of women 
utilizing hospital facilities and the 
services of a physician in child- 
birth. 


In 1935, only 37 per cent of the 


births in the country were deliver- 
ed in a hospital.

The Eisenhower Paradox 


Anyone who reads carefully the 


report released the other day by 
the subcommittee of the Senate 
foreign relations committee which 
held hearings in Paris recently can 
hardly foresee the return of Gen- 
eral Dwight D. Eisenhower to civil- 
Ian life for a long, long time. 


So indispensable to the success 


of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and the development of 
Allied unity as against possible So- 
viet attack is the Allied supreme 
commander that the mention of 
politics and the implications of con- 
troversy over domestic questions 
in connection with his name seem 
remote. 


The very qualities, on the other 


hand, which are so conspicuously 
effective in 
untangling complex 


situations abroad and his inspira- 
tional capacity for leadership are 
the ones that make him seem so 
attractive as a future president of 
the United States. 


THERE ISN'T any doubt about 


it—the personality and tact of the 
general is the basic reason for 
whitever progress is being made 
toward European unity on the mil- 
itary side. 


It 
appears 
doubtful, 
indeed, 


whether a year from now the situa- 
tion will have changed so mater- 
ially as to permit Eisenhower to 
leave his post to accept the presi- 
dential nomination of either party. 


One argument advanced is that 


he need not engage in the cam- 
paign at all, but can stay at his 
present job. This would not be in 
keeping with tradition. And yet 
unprecedented things have hap- j

Due On Pork 


Wholesale Provision 
Slated This Week 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (*) — 


Price Control officials said today 
an order letting dollars-and-cents 
prices on pork cuts at wholesale 
U due to be issued before the end 
of thif week. 


Tht officials disclosed also that 


this will be followed as soon as 
possible—probably, by Oct. 1—by 
a similar'regulation covering pork 
prices at retail. 


One official told a reporter the 


wholesale prices will make some 
changes up and down for the var- 
ious cuts. 


The wholesale regulation, pend- 


ing issuance of a retail' order, is 
due to include a provision whereby 
retailers' may make adjustments 
in their prices to conform with the 
wholesale changes. 


An official said this probably 


will allow the reflection of exact 
changes from current price levels. 


The wholesale order will cover 


principally hams, shoulders and 
loins, the cuts in which the trade 
normally deals. There will be dif- 
ferentials in prices by zones, simi- 
lar to those in the beef price re- 
gulations. 


The dollars-and-cents regulation 


on retail prices will"" cover the 
smaller cuts sold to consumers, 
such as hams, half hams, pork 
chops and the like. Pork sausage 
will be dealt with in a different 
regulation.
